HOW  TO  PLANT  DAHLIA  SEED 


We  plant  in  “flats”,  18  inches  square,  3  inches  deep;  put  good 
potting  soil  in  bottom,  pack  well  down  cover  with  rather  more  than 
one  inch  of  mixed  sand  and  fine  peat  mess.  Plant  seed  rather  less 
than  half  inch  deep,  the  smaller  seed  cover  very  lightly,  water  well 
down,  and  place  in  a  fairly  warm  shaded  place.  Put  a  piece  of  paper, 
burlap  or  sheet  of  glass  over  to  retain  moisture  till  well  sprouted, 
don’t  water  heavy,  don’t  allow  to  dry  out,  don’t  place  seed  in  open 
garden  ground;  when  3  or  4  inches  high  they  should  be  potted. 
Please  remember  when  setting  out  Seedlings  or  Green  Plants  (made 
from  root  cuttings),  always  plant  them  down  much  deeper  than  they 
grow  in  pots,  well  above  the  lowest  set  of  leaves.
